Meat Packers 
Are Accused 
by Freeman 


WASHINGTON (API-Secretary 


of Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
today accused seven meat-packing 
companies, three national 
food 


store chains and two lamb dealers 
of trading practices which have 
•the effect of manipulating or con- 
. trolling prices of lamb. 


He 
said 
the 
charges 
were 


"gravely serious," and he issued 
a formal complaint of violation of 
the Packers and Stockyards Act. 


That law directs the Agriculture 


Department to police livestock and 
meat markets against unfair, de- 
ceptive, 
fraudulent, 
discrimina- 


tory and monopolistic practices 


I in the meat-packing industry and 
in the marketing of livestock. 


Those charged in the complaint 


wore James Allan & Sons of San 


j Francisco; Armour & Co..; Gojd- 


;ring Packing Co. of Los Angeles; 
.John Mon-cll & Co.: Rath Packing

A 
department hearing examiner will

named waived such hearings by 
admitting the charges or fail to 
answer the complaint. 


If a hearing is held, the depart- 


ment's judicial officer then deter- 
mines whether the evidence sub- 
stantiates the allegations.
